M6 delays 
warning 
with work 
closures 

FIVE weeks of overnight 
closures have been an¬ 
nounced on the M6 for re¬ 
surfacing and road improve¬ 
ments, leading to warnings 
of disruption for drivers. 

Closures will be in place 
between junction 10 at Wal¬ 
sall and 11 at Cheslyn Hay 
during the work. 

The northbound carriage¬ 
way will be closed from 
February 10-26 between 
midnight and 7am. 

The southbound side will 
be shut from February 27 
to March 12, from 11pm to 
7am. 

Highways Agency project 
manager Purnima Kaul 
said: “The work will im¬ 
prove the road surface and 
provide a smoother ride 
for road users. We will also 
renew road markings. 

“Closing the road will 
enable us to carry out the 
work safely and more effi¬ 
ciently. We advise people 
to allow extra time for their 
journeys.” 

Northbound traffic will 
be diverted from the M6 at 
junction 10 along the A454, 
A4150, A449, and A5 before 
rejoining the motorway at 
junction 12. Southbound 
traffic will leave the M6 at 
junction 11 and take the 
A460 and M54 westbound 
to junction two. 

Drivers will then head 
along the A449, the A4150 
Wolverhampton Ring Road 
and the A454 to rejoin the 
motorway at junction 10.

CHIEF PLEDGES 
SCHOOLS HELP 


THERE will be ‘swift and sustaina¬ 
ble’ improvements put in place for 
schools recently placed in special 
measures. 

That was the message from the boss of chil¬ 
dren’s services at Walsall Council, who said 
such schools had the necessary support in 
place for carrying out successful turnarounds. 


Interim director for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Rose Col- 
linson made the remarks 
after it emerged this week, 
that another four schools 
had been placed in special 
measures. 

Palfrey Junior School, 
Kings Hill School in Darlas- 
ton, Bloxwich CE Primary 
and Lodge Farm JMI in 
Willenhall, were the latest 
to be judged ‘inadequate’ by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

It comes after Leamore 
Primary suffered the same 
fate in December, while Wil¬ 
lenhall E-Act Academy and 
St Francis Catholic Primary 
School, in Shelfield, were 
both given the lowest rating 
in November. 

Confident 

Ms Collinson said the 
local authority had been 
working with Palfrey Junior 
School, Kings Hill School, 
Bloxwich CE Primary and 
Lodge Farm JMI to improve 
outcomes for children well 
before their recent Ofsted 
inspections. She added: “Of¬ 
sted have confirmed that 
the local authority, in part¬ 
nership with the schools, is 
aware of what they need to 
achieve to improve and to 
deliver a good quality edu¬ 
cation to Walsall children.

A new marking policy and 
regular teacher training 
are some of the measures 
that have been put in place 
at the Willenhall academy. 
But in a letter to principal 
Tom Ashley, inspector Deb¬ 
orah James said: “Planned 
actions to eliminate inade¬ 
quate teaching are appro¬ 
priate but lack the urgency 
required to ensure that stu¬ 
dents do not experience poor 
teaching by the end of the 
year.” Following a monitor¬ 
ing inspection at St Francis 
Catholic Primary School, 
inspector Sandra Hayes said 
there was not enough mo¬ 
mentum in bringing about 
change. In a letter to head¬ 
teacher John Murray, she 
said some pupils still had 
work that was too easy or 
hard for them. 

Children’s Services chief 
at Walsall Council, Council¬ 
lor Rachel Andrew, portfolio 
holder for children’s ser¬ 
vices, added: “There is still 
more work to be done and 
our role is to make sure that 
we have the right solutions 
in place to improve and set 
high standards for children 
and young people..”

Surgery 
move to 
cut A&E 
figures 

GP SURGERIES across 
Walsall are to open on week¬ 
ends in a bid to ease pres¬ 
sures at the A&E depart¬ 
ment at Manor Hospital. 

Health chiefs have re¬ 
vealed that 24 practices will 
open their door under a new 
pilot programme that will 
start this month and run 
until the end of March. 

In addition the Walk-in 
Centre based near the mar¬ 
ket in High Street will ex¬ 
tend opening hours by an 
extra two hours a day. The 
centre which is usually open 
from 8am until 8pm will 
now be open until 10pm 
seven days a week to cope 
with high demand.

Chiefs give up on owed £8.6lm 


UNIVERSITIES and colleges in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
have given up chasing millions of 
pounds of student debt, it has been 
revealed. 

Institutions have had to write off 
bills for accommodation and tuition 
totalling £8.77 million from domes¬ 
tic and foreign students because 
there was no realistic prospect of 
ever receiving the money. The rev¬ 
elation comes after 13 people were 


arrested after a protest about the 
costs of education at the University 
of Birmingham. 

In November, a report by 
vice-chancellors’ group Universi¬ 
ties UK also suggested 2012’s hike 
in tuition fees to £9,000 was largely 
replacing government funding cuts 
and institutions would need more 
money in the future. The Express 
& Star revealed in August that local 
universities were still continuing to 


chase up £6.46 million in outstand¬ 
ing fees from students from 67 dif¬ 
ferent countries. 

It then emerged that the bulk of 
student fees were owed to the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton at £3.7m. 
Its finance chiefs said the figure was 
so high because they only wrote-off 
bad debts when they were certain it 
could not be recovered. 

That was after exhausting ave¬ 
nues like using debt collectors. 


The University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton also had to give up chasing 
£4.59m in the past five years to 
2013, for a total of 2,865 students. 

Figures were revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Walsall College wrote off £151,010 
from 645 students. 

Sandwell College has written off 
debts for 255 pupils in the past five 
years to 2013, but the vast majority 
of them were from the UK. 


1,400 parents in fines 

for term-time breaks 


ALMOST 1,400 parents in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire have been fined for taking 
their children on holiday during school term. 

In the Walsall borough alone more than 600 were 
hit with penalties during the last academic year, 
shelling out almost £40,000. The new figures ob¬ 
tained by the Express & Star show parents are pay¬ 
ing dearly for flouting government rules. 


Focusing on 
wildlife at 
nature site 

ADULTS who visit a nature 
centre are being given the 
chance to try their hand 
at wildlife photography, 
thanks to a new group being 
established at the site. 

Staff who work with 
adults with disabilities at 
the Goscote Centre and 
Paul Mason, community de¬ 
velopment officer at the Go¬ 
scote Greenacres initiative 
there, are now appealing 
to anyone who has any old 
digital cameras to donate to 
come forward. 

He said: “We’re always 
looking at new things to 
do and offer here and we 
think a wildlife photography 
group will be popular among 
service users. 

“Goscote Greenacres is a 
lovely site with community 
gardens, our fishing plat¬ 
form and canalside walk 
and there should be plenty 
of things to photograph.” 

Linda Cooper, Walsall 
Council’s area manager au¬ 
tism/complex needs, based 
at the Goscote Centre, said 
staff would help to support 
anyone who wanted to be a 
part of the new group.

Under legislation, which 
came into force in Septem¬ 
ber, headteachers are only 
allowed to grant term-time 
absences in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Before this it was down to 
the headteacher’s discretion 
whether or not they granted 
up to 10 days holiday. 

But many parents argue 
they have been priced out 
of going on holiday during 
peak times. Parents who 
have been deemed to have 
flouted the rules are handed 
a penalty charge notice 
(PCN) of £60 per parent, 
per child, which increases 
to £120 if not paid within 
21 days. 

Court 

Those who refuse to pay 
within 28 days can then face 
being taken to court for fail¬ 
ing to ensure their child reg¬ 
ularly goes to school, which 
can see fines of up to £2,500 
or three months’ jail. 

In the last academic year 
663 parents with children 
at schools in Walsall have 
shelled out £39,650 in pen¬ 
alties, with the authority 
dishing out a further 403 
charges so far this year. 

Like Walsall Council, 
bosses at authorities in Dud¬ 
ley and Sandwell began is¬ 
suing PCNs before the new 
laws came to pass. In the 
academic year 2012 to 2013, 
Dudley Council imposed 226 
fines on parents, raking in a 
total of £7, 380. Sandwell 
Council issued just 15 pen¬ 
alty notices in the same pe¬ 
riod, although two families 
were taken to court. 


Hole new problem to hit trade

FED-UP motorists are running the gaunt¬ 
let of potholes on a town centre road busy 
with buses and commuter traffic, a coun¬ 
cillor claims. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James says 
drivers are claiming that their cars have 
being damaged due to the crumbling sur¬ 
face, in St Lawrence Way, as huge pot holes 
and a decaying road surface take their toll. 
He claims motorists have seen tyre, track¬ 
ing and suspension issues as a result of the 


unsightly holes between the car park en¬ 
trance to the Asda store and lay-by. 

“People are concerned that shoppers and 
visitors will stop coming to Darlaston Town 
Centre as a result of the poor road condi¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Car driver Wendy Collins, of Walsall, who 
regularly visits relatives in the town, ex¬ 
plained how she recently forked out £500 to 
repair her Seat after its air bag sensor was 
damaged after rolling over a rut in the road. 


Rent rises 
of 3.8pc 
approved 
by council 

RENT rises which will see 
people pay more than £150 
extra each year have been 
approved by councillors. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell 
Council, which must make 
cuts of £100 million by 2017, 
said it had no option but to 
increase charges for resi¬ 
dents by 3.8 per cent. 

Bosses approved the av¬ 
erage rent rise of 3.8 per 
cent increase from April at 
a meeting on Wednesday. 

Chiefs insist they have 
tried to keep any rise below 
the Government’s guideline. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
the borough’s regeneration 
chief, said this was a ‘re¬ 
grettable’ move for the La¬ 
bour-dominated authority 
to make. 

He said: “Increasing 
rents is always going to be 
regrettable. We know other 
authorities are having to 
do the same but we think 
Sandwell is going to be one 
of the lowest increases. 

“We have to do this be¬ 
cause rent pays into the 
money we use for repairs 
and improvements to 
homes, and if we didn’t 
do it, tenants would see a 
poorer service. We could not 
ask other taxpayers to cover 
the shortfall in our housing 
revenue account.”

Hospice 
on world 
stage in 
care bid 

A HOSPICE group is one 
of six charities being show¬ 
cased in the first global 
guide to palliative care by 
the World Health Organi¬ 
sation. 

The Global Atlas of Palli¬ 
ative Care at the End of Life 
was published at the Palais 
de Nations in Geneva. It 
includes details on St Giles 
Hospice, which has sites in 
Lichfield, Walsall and Sut¬ 
ton Coldfield. 

Peter Holliday, St Giles 
Hospice Chief Executive, 
said: “The atlas will help im¬ 
prove understanding about 
the best practice work al¬ 
ready being done in hospice 
and palliative care. It will 
also be an important tool for 
those striving to implement 
and improve hospice and 
palliative care programmes 
and services on a global 
level.” 

The WHO estimates that 
a minimum of 40 million 
people worldwide require 
palliative care annually 
and the need for palliative 
care will grow in decades to 
come. 

The publication of the 
Atlas follows a resolution by 
the WHO Executive Board 
earlier this month which 
urges countries to integrate 
palliative care into health¬ 
care systems, to improve 
training. I

Pub to make way for care home, in plans n 


A PUB which dates back to 1928 will be 
demolished to make way for a care home, 
under latest plans unveiled. 

The proposals would see the Thimblemill 
pub in Bearwood transformed. The former 
drinking venue has been closed for around 
six months and has been targeted in a series 
of vandal attacks. 

Now Brier ley Groom architects have put 
in plans on behalf of its owners Thimblemill 
Estates, to raze the old pub to the ground. 
In its place it is proposed a care home with 
space for 87 residents with individual rooms 
and en-suite facilities will be built. The 
exact cost of the scheme is not yet known. 


The building, which was first built for 
the brewers Mitchells & Butlers in 1928, 
is locally listed by Sandwell Council and it 
cannot be demolished without the author¬ 
ity first giving permission for bulldozers to 
move onto the site on the junction of Thim¬ 
blemill Road and Norman Road. 

Landscaped 

In documents submitted with plans, 
Brierley Groom said: “We believe that rede¬ 
velopment of this site will enhance the area 
and will bring a positive contribution to the 
local environment.” 

Architects added they planned to build 


four three-storey wings to house the bed¬ 
rooms in the new facility, with day spaces 
for its residents to socialise. 

There will also be a landscaped garden, 
under plans. 

Abbey ward Councillor Bob Piper be¬ 
lieved there would be some opposition to 
the scheme from neighbours, as there had 
been calls to save The Thimblemill from 
closure around six months ago. 

He said: “Some people had taken to Face- 
book at the time of the closure to say Save 
The Thimblemill. 

“It’s been closed for around six months 
now and in that time it’s been vandalised 


quite a lot. It’s been allowed to be van¬ 
dalised really because since it was closed, 
there was a period of time when there was 
no kind of protection or anything sealing off 
the building so people got in. 

“There were concerns something serious 
could happen like an arson attack so the 
council had to step in to board up the pub 
to stop that kind of thing happening. 

“The owners had initially sealed the site 
off but the boards and security measures 
were then removed. 

“I suspect the fabric of the building might 
not be what it was before that vandalism,” 
concluded Councillor Piper. 


Gang in reign of terror 
on Co-op stores get jail 


THREE men have spent their 
first week behind bars, after be¬ 
ing given long prison terms for a 
series of raids at Co-op stores 
across the Midlands which left 
staff terrorised. 

Their actions, captured on CCTV 
cameras, showed how gang members 
Amandeep Singh, Ryan Shaw, and 
Jani Wright, manhandled staff when 
they pounced at the stores just before 
closing time. 

Dramatic film footage from the raid at 
Cheslyn Hay, in Staffordshire, show two 
gang members as they arrive at the shop, 
in High Street, on April 26, 2012. 

One of the robbers can be seen following 
the shop workers along the aisle to the back 
of the store. A shop worker is seen bending 
in front of the safe before putting the cash 
into a bag held by one of the men. 

The footage from this robbery was aired 
on BBC’s Crimewatch show and proved to 
be a vital move for the investigating detec¬ 
tives as it generated huge public awareness 
to the robberies. 

Conspiracy 

Singh, ag;ed 25, of Salisbury Road, Birch- 
field, Birmingham, admitted two charges 
of conspiracy to rob, co-accused Shaw, 
aged 20, who the court heard had been a 
talented teen rapper, of Sedgebourne Way, 
Northfield, admitted nine offences. Wright, 
aged 25, of Conybere Street also Birming¬ 
ham admitted 10 offences of conspiracy to 
rob last year. 

The gang carried out between them 

15 robberies including stores in Walsall, 
Coven, Kidderminster, Bridgnorth, Tam- 
worth, Burton upon Trent, Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire and Northamptonshire. 

Their campaign of terror came to an end 
after a regional investigation into the rob¬ 
beries, led by Staffordshire Police, titled 
Operation Viper. 

All four forces of the West Midlands re¬ 
gion - Staffordshire, West Mercia, War¬ 
wickshire and West Midlands Police forces 
- supported by the Regional Intelligence 
Unit were involved. 

Shaw and Wright were eventually ar¬ 
rested after they had raided a store in Lodge 
Lane, Bridgnorth, in Shropshire, in October

2012. It had previously been hit by the gang 
the previous July. Singh was arrested the 
following day at home. 

Mr Michael Grey, defending, Shaw said: 
“It is an overwhelming mystery of this case 
as to why this young man chose this path. 
No weapon was involved in the robberies, 
there was physical contact by way of man¬ 
handling, but no gratuitous violence.” 

While Mr Mohammed Riaz, defending 
Singh, said his role in the conspiracy was 
limited and that he went along to act as a 
lookout. Staffordshire Police senior inves¬ 
tigating officer DCI Paul Clews said: “The 
sentencing is to be welcomed and sends out 
a strong message - this area’s forces will 


work closely together to ensure those caus¬ 
ing significant harm will be caught, charged 
and put before the court. These crimes were 
committed against hard-working members 
of our communities and left several of the 
victims traumatised. I hope the prison sen¬ 
tences in some way help to bring closure. 

The men must serve half of their prison 
terms before being released. The court is 
also due to consider confiscation of vehicles 
linked to the men under the Proceeds of 

Dramatic CCTV footage of the first raid 
at Kidderminster during which £2,200 was 
stolen was shown to the court. 

It showed three men wearing hoodies and 


scarves to hide their appearance acting ag- 
gresively as they walked into the store. 

One of them is seen frog-marching a fe¬ 
male worker along the aisle towards the 
back of the store, holding her by the neck. 
She is then shoved towards the till where 
one of the robbers jumps over the coun¬ 
ter. Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said the 
workers tried to get the men to take lottery 
scratchcards, but instead they demanded 
that the safe be opened. 

Sentencing the gang, Judge Nicholas 
Dean QC said: “You went at night close to 
closing time when there would be the high¬ 
est amount of cash as it was cash that you 
were seeking.” 


£34k accused 
in crown date 

A WOMAN accused of car¬ 
rying out benefit fraud to 
the tune of almost £34,000 
has appeared before magis¬ 
trates. 

Maxine Shakespeare, 
of Park Lane, Darlaston, 
faced two offences of dis¬ 
honestly failing to notify of 
a change of circumstances 
when she appeared at Wal¬ 
sall Magistrates Court. 

The bench committed 
the case to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court for a plea 
and directions hearing on 
April 18.

55,000 people support 
free pensioner travel

THE people have spoken - with a massive 
55,000 signatures on a petition to save free 
transport for pensioners.

Transport authority Centro is planning cuts 
of £14 million which would see free tram and train 
travel stripped from ^pensioners,.

In a letter accompanying

Subway 
eatery to 
shut after 
trade loss 

A FAST food chain in a pre¬ 
viously bustling shopping 
area is closing down after 
trade plummeted - but 
bosses are already drawing 
up plans to open a bigger 
outlet nearby.

BIRMINGHAM has the 
least physically active 
adults among top UK cities, 
a new report has revealed. 

Research carried out by 
YouGov on behalf of Royal 
Institute of Architects 
(RIBA) has been created to 
show the link between the 
importance of green space 
and health. 

The report also shows 
that Birmingham had the 
highest level of diabetes 
which researchers put down 
to the high housing density 
and 20 per cent less green 
space compared to the best 
performing local authori¬ 
ties. 

The study carried out 
among people in Birming¬ 
ham, Bristol, Leeds, Liver¬ 
pool, London, Manchester, 
Newcastle, Nottingham 
and Sheffield indicated that 
England’s obesity epidemic 
could be eased if cities and 
towns invested in better 
public spaces. 

RIBA President Stephen 
Hodder said: “At a time 
of austerity and increased 
concern with physical and 
mental wellbeing, it’s shock¬ 
ing to discover that just by 
making public health a pri¬ 
ority when planning cities, 
we can save the country 
upwards of £lbn annually 
though reduced obesity-re¬ 
lated healthcare costs.”

Scourge of car cruisers to be targeted mim 


POLICE officers are to investigate com¬ 
plaints of noisy car cruisers causing a late- 
night disturbance in Moxley by revving en¬ 
gines and horns. 

Residents telephoned 999 and council¬ 
lors after a group of motorists were spot¬ 
ted gathering on the car park at the Aldi 
Store and driving at speed on nearby roads 
at about midnight on Sunday January 26. 

West Midland Police has confirmed that 
it had received phone calls, while Darlaston 
South ward councillor Chris Bott said she 
took at least six calls from angry residents. 

He said: “People have been driving onto 
the Aldi car park then getting on the Black 


Country Route. There is a lot of concern 
that local traffic is being put in danger. We 
had a problem some months ago and it went 
quiet, but has flared up ag;ain. 

“We think if the store installs a barrier 
this would go a long way to resolving the 
problems.” 

Aldi spokesperson Liz Larvin said: “We 
have been made aware of the local issues 
surrounding the noise from the Aldi car 
park once the store has closed for trading. 
We will assist with the local residents and 
police patrol to help them alleviate the 
problems.” 

West Midland Police spokesman Brigg 


Ford said: “We are aware of a handful of 
calls over issues with noise, of groups gath¬ 
ering, revving engines, people sounding 
horns and general anti-social behaviour. 

“There were some complaints from res¬ 
idents in the area. We will follow them up 
and take statements. 

“We are in the process of working in 
partnership with Walsall Council to obtain 
a high court injunction with regard to com¬ 
plaints of revving engines.” 

Legal action is being sought to tackle the 
problem of boy racers tearing through the 
streets at unofficial events, often breaching 
speed limits and putting lives at risk. 


Wolverhampton, Walsall, Sandwell and 
Dudley are all bidding for legal powers 
which would see anyone breaching the in¬ 
junction get fined or imprisoned for two 
years. 

Problems have also been reported in the 
Springvale area of Wolverhampton; at the 
Merry Hill car park, at West Bromwich’s 
Kenrick Estate; Hallens Drive in Wednes- 
bury; and Aldridge Road in Walsall. 

The High Court passed an injunction in 
December 2012 banning street racing in 
Cannock after it emerged operations tack¬

£500 a week.

How have the stores fared 
since they closed five years 
ago? WILL ACKERMANN 
has been finding out 

IT WAS the store everybody 
knew and loved, a British insti¬ 
tution dating back 100 years. 

In its heyday, Woolworths was 
as much a feature of the UK high 
street as the pavements and lamp- 
posts themselves. 

But it has now been five years since 
that fateful day when the nation’s fa¬ 
vourite retailer went bust and had to 
close its 807 stores, with the loss of more 
than 30,000 jobs. The news was mourned 
by shoppers far and wide, while retail 
analysts warned it was a sign of worse 
to come as consumers began tightening 
their purse strings. 

Unfortunately, they were proved right 
as other high-street giants have fallen 
victim to the recession. 

But now that the dust has settled since 
Woolworths entered administration in 
2009, what has become of all its empty 
units? Sadly, across the country more 
than 100 of them remain vacant and a 
further 68 have been demolished. 

Others, however, have become home 
to new shops, many of them bargain 
stores - showing how shoppers these 
days want to spend a penny, rather than 
a pound. Low price bargains are their 
unique selling points. 

Budget supermarket Iceland has oc¬ 
cupied the highest number of former 
Woolies premises nationally, with 59. 
Close behind with 57 is Willenhall-based 
Poundland, while in at third is 99p 
Stores, which has 47. Fourth is B&M 
Bargains, with 43. 

But Will Roberts, of the British Re¬ 
tail Consortium, said stores catering for 
those with more expensive tastes are also 
sprouting up. He said: “Although a num¬ 
ber of vacant stores have been taken over 
by discount traders in recent years, we 


Hotel Chocolat opening up new prem¬ 
ises.” The BRC’s latest figures from Oc¬ 
tober show 13 per cent of commercial 
properties remain vacant in town and 
city centres in the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire. 

However, many of the stores once 
adorned with Woolies’ iconic red and 
white signs have been snapped up by 
other occupants. 

Before appointing administrators, 
the company had outlets in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Wednesfield, Bilston, Wal¬ 
sall, Bloxwich, Blackheath, Bearwood, 


Wednesbury, Dudley, Halesowen, 
Brierley Hill, Kidderminster, Stafford, 
Lichfield and Cannock. 

Of those 15 premises, two are occu¬ 
pied by discount grocery and frozen 
food retailer Bargain Foods; two are run 
by rent-to-own retailer BrightHouse, 
where customers can bag anything from 
a television set to a three-piece suite in 
weekly payments; two are Poundlands; 
with the remaining home to Discount 
UK, Argos, Heron Frozen Foods, Tesco, 
a Plaza Mall, a YMCA charity shop, 
Sports Direct and B&M Bargains. 

The final Woolies staff barely had 


time to pack up their belongings and 
leave the door, before some units were 
re-occupied, with others taking longer to 
attract new owners. Bosses at the Man- 
der Centre, Wolverhampton struggled to 
fill the vacant unit left by Woolworths, 
and for three years it sat empty. 

The centre itself was built in the 
1960s, but Woolworths had already been 
trading long before it opened. The store 
became one of the biggest Woolworths 
branches in the West Midlands. 

When it closed its doors, up to 40 
workers lost their jobs. There was a 
glimmer of hope when businessman 
Tony Swannie, who runs the Aldridge 
based Plaza Malls, suggested he might 
open another Plaza Mall in the old store, 
but the deal fell through. 

It was only in October 2012 that 
budget chain Discount UK stepped in 
to bring the shop back to life. The store, 
which sells items priced from 28p to £25, 
created 40 jobs when it took over the va¬ 
cant unit. 

It did not take quite as long for those 
in Wednesfield and Bilston to be filled. 
In September 2009, the unit in Bilston 
was take over by catalogue shop Argos 
which had been relocated from 55-57 
Church Street. Whereas in Wednesfield 
the discount grocery and frozen foods 
shop Bargain Foods took over the High 
Street unit. 

In contrast to Wolverhampton, the 
high street locations of many of the 
Woolworths stores in Sandwell were 
quickly pounced upon. The first was in 
Blackheath, where Heron Frozen Foods 
transformed the High Street venue in 
May 2009. 

In Bearwood, Tesco created 12 jobs 
when it opened an Express store in the 
former Woolworths in September 2009. 
In June of that year, Caversham Fi¬ 
nance, which runs the rent-to-buy store 
Brighthouse, took over the Wednes- 
bury’s empty Woolworths shop on Mar¬ 
ket Place. 

The Shop Direct Group bought the 
Woolworths and Ladybird brands, se¬ 
curing their futures online, but the high 
street will never look the same again.

Taxpayer bill for legal 
fight on stalled casino 


THOUSANDS of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money was spent on a 
legal dispute between two casi¬ 
no operators for a scheme that 
never got off the ground, it has 
emerged. 

Sandwell Council had to instruct le¬ 
gal advisers for the row which went all 
the way to the High Court and centred 
around whether the Rank Group, the 
parent company of Grosvenor Casi¬ 
nos, had a valid licence to open a new 
casino on Birchley Island, Oldbury. 

The £6 million scheme, which it was 
claimed could have created 120 jobs, has 
now been put on hold after the authority 
itself decided to put a congestion-busting 
road there instead. 

The authority’s deputy leader Council¬ 
lor Steve Eling now hopes it can recoup its 
costs so the taxpayer does not lose out in 
the long run. 

He said: “We had to pay a total of £5,800 
in employing a counsel and a solicitor to 
deal with this matter In the High Court 
and we were able to get a contribution from 
one of the companies involved towards the 
costs.” 

Transferred 

Rank Group planned the casino on land 
next to the Birchley Island and slip-road 
for the M5 junction 2, as part of a £15m 
development. 

But it led to a long battle in the courts 
because Clockfair Ltd, owners of the rival 
Shaftesbury Casino in West Bromwich, ob¬ 
jected to a licence being transferred from 
nearby Mecca Bingo site in Oldbury. 

Both operators eventually reached an 
agreement, bringing the long-running dis¬ 
pute to an end, but both companies were 
later told the grassland was needed for the 
planned extension of the A4123, which is to 
cut through the roundabout. 

The council is behind the plans to ease 
jams around the island, which is used by 
92,000 drivers a day.

between 5-7pm. It is subject 
to planning approval from 
Walsall Council but the ap¬ 
plication has been welcomed 
by a ward councillor in re¬ 
viving the site. 

The ground floor would 
be used for offices and staff 
room with the upstairs as 
class rooms. 

It is anticipated the ma¬ 
jority of children would be 
within walking distance of 
the site reducing any prob¬ 
lems with parking. Darlas¬ 
ton South councillor Paul 
Bott said he would be in 
favour of the plans. “The 
more of these facilities the 
better,” he said. 

“It seems a positive use so 
I would welcome that rather 
than demolish it.” 


A planning statement 
has been issued as part of 
the application which will 
go before councillors for a 
decision or be considered 
by officers under delegated 
powers. 

It states: “The building 
has been used for manufac¬ 
turing with ancillary offices 
in the past. At present the 
building is vacant and in a 
dilapidated condition. 

“The building has been 
vacant for a few years, with 
very little interest to use it 
for manufacturing and of¬ 
fices; this is because the in¬ 
ternal layout of the building 
is inflexible and cannot be 
utilised for modern offices 
or manufacturing without 
significant investment.” 

It is expected four part- 
time jobs will be created.

AN MP has urged parents with 
children at a school that opted 
to scrap some GCSE courses 
to raise their concerns with its 
board of governors. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz MP 
was responding to moves by Darlas- 
ton’s Grace Academy to drop some 
subjects after some pupils had com¬ 
pleted half the course of study, which 
sparked concerns from affected pupils 
and councillors. 

The school off Herbert’s Park Road 
said it made the changes to its GCSE pro¬ 
gramme in response to recent changes to 
the examination system announced by the 
Department for Education. 

It said that the majority of Year 11 stu¬ 
dents would still be taking at least eight 
GCSEs, or equivalent and its priority would 
be to ensure that all of them had the best 
opportunity to achieve at least five A* to 
C grades at GCSE, including English and 
Maths. 

Decisions 

Miss Vaz said: “ Students who have 
worked on a subject should be entitled to 
sit the exams if they wish to. 

“Decisions as important as this should be 
taken in the best interests of the pupils’ all 
round education and not only with a view to 
league tables after hearing the views of the 
pupils and parents. 

“Computing, engineering and business 
studies are vital subjects for which there 
is already a skills shortage in this country. 

“Pupils should be encouraged to study 
and be examined in these subjects which 
will enhance their future job prospects. 

“Any parents who have concerns should 
raise these with the Academy’s governing 
body.” 

The move comes just months after the 
Grace Trust, which runs the school, un¬ 
veiled a £26 million rebuild which saw 
new music and recording studios installed 
alongside specialist drama studios and a 
full-size basketball sports hall.

Serial thief 
locked up 
after split 
with wife 


A SERIAL burglar has been jailed for more 
than four years after admitting five break-ins 
- and asking for a further 26 crimes to be tak¬ 
en into account. 

Drug addict James Kelly embarked on the crime 
spree over a period of more than three months af¬ 
ter splitting from his wife, who was having an affair, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The split followed Kelly H by Lee Watton 
befriending another man H_ 


in prison, who said he had 
nowhere to live after his re¬ 
lease and moved in with the 
couple, and eventually an 
affair developed, the court 
heard. Kelly then left his 
home, took up his old drug 
habit and started raiding 
homes. 

He pleaded guilty to five 
house burglaries, all around 
the Walsall area, during the 
hearing before asking for 
other matters to also be con¬ 
sidered. These included 23 
burglaries, one attempted 
burglary and two counts of 
handling stolen goods. 

Kelly, 33, of no fixed 
abode, was jailed for 52 
months. 

The court was told many 
of the items from the five 
house burglaries, mainly 
jewellery and electronics, 


had been recovered after 
Kelly himself took police to 
the shops where he had sold 
them. He targeted addresses 
in Borsty Lane, Aldridge, 
Kings Road, Linley Road 
and Penmore Grove, all 
Rushall and The Drive, in 
Walsall, during November 
and December last year. 

The items taken totalled 
more than £7,000 in value. 

Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Kelly was 
arrested on December 3 not 
far away from where one of 
these burglaries had taken 
place. In interview he made 
multiple admissions and ex¬ 
pressed remorse for what he 
had done.” 

Mr Christopher O’Gor¬ 
man, defending, said: “He 
has a long-term addiction to 
class-A drugs.”

Cyril inspired a lifelong 
devotation of Wanderers 


HIS devotion to the boys in old 
gold and black was second to 
none. 

An old soldier born and bred in the 
Black Country with a love for proper 
pork scratchings, Banks’s Mild and Pa¬ 
varotti. 

Cyril Yates died in March 2003, aged 84, 
after suffering with Alzheimer’s disease for a 
number of years, but his memory still shines 
brightly in the heart of his ‘son’ Darrell. 

“He was always a very proud man,” said 
Darrell, a Wolves season ticket holder who 
used to write under the pseudonym JIWAL 
- John Ireland Whinge A Lot - in the fanzine 
A Load Of Bull. “Dad was a strict discipli¬ 
narian with a dry sense of humour.” 

Darrell was actually Cyril’s grandson, but 
he believed him to be his father until the age 
of nine because Cyril and his wife Eva had 
looked after him from birth. 

“Cyril raised me and in my eyes he will 
always be my dad,” said Darrell, s a finance 
manager for Poplars, Cannock. “And it is 
certainly down to him that I developed such

a passion for the Wolves!” Cyril was born 
in Dixon’s Green, Dudley, in 1918. After 
Second World War service in the army he 
worked at Bean Factory, Tipton, and Rat¬ 
cliffs, Eagle Lane, Great Bridge. 

Darrell, 55, said Cyril played cricket for 
Dudley in the Birmingham Cricket League. 
But his main sporting love was Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Wanderers - an obsession he passed on 
to a nine-year-old Darrell in 1966. “That 
was the year he took me to my first game,” 
said Darrell, from Dudley. 

“We beat Cardiff 7-1 and Terry Wharton 
scored a hat-trick. I suppose that’s when I 
got the bug! The following season he bought 
me my first season ticket.” 

One early recollection involves a young 
Darrell approaching the legendary comedian 
TommyTrinder, who was chairman of Ful¬ 
ham at the time. Darrell said: “My dad told 
me to go and get Trinder’s autograph as he 
came out onto the car park of the old social 
club. But when I approached him he bel¬ 
lowed ‘out of my way, sonny! ’ and brushed 


me aside like paper. “My dad gave him the 
biggest verbal volley of all time - I was re¬ 
ally shocked at the colourful language - and 
I remember Trinder’s trademark trilby hat 
falling off his head! 

“After that dad would turn off the TV 
whenever Trinder appeared on screen.” 

At the late 70s Cyril stopped going to 
games because of the hooliganism but he 
was persuaded to return for the fourth divi¬ 
sion play-off final against Aldershot in 1987. 
“He was hooked again,” said father-of-four 
Darrell. Before the game he was approached 
by rock legend Robert Plant, who asked if 
the seats next to them were taken. It was 
the start of a lasting friendship . 

Cyril died just two months before his be¬ 
loved Wolves won the play-off final in Cardiff 
to book a return to the top flight of English 
football for the first time in 21 years. Darrell 
regularly visits his parents’ grave at Tipton 
Cemetery to keep Cyril up to date about 
Wolves. Darrell said: “I always think of my 
prized possession growing up as being my 
season ticket in seat E4 under the old clock 
in the Molineux Street Stand.”

D irector Danny Boyle won critical 
acclaim for movies such as 
Trainspotting and 28 Days Later, 
an Oscar for Slumdog Millionaire, and 
unofficial national treasure status for 
overseeing the 2012 Olympic Opening 
Ceremony. 

But in the unlikely event that he still 
feels a little underappreciated, maybe 
he should listen to what Brit Marling 
has to say about him. 

The actress, whose credits include 
The East and Arbitrage, gushes: 
“Danny, you feel, has the kind of 
curious mind and unstoppable heart 
that are capable of anything - 
exploring a distant galaxy and building 
a new world from scratch there for 
instance. 

“So it’s lucky for us he chose to be a 
storyteller in a time where we need 
them so desperately - to make sense 
of the world we are living in and how 
to navigate it.” 

Given that glowing endorsement, it’s 
no surprise that Marling signed on for 
Boyle’s latest project, police comedy- 
drama Babylon. 


Armstrong (Marling has high praise for 
them as well - “such great writers it’s 
borderline dangerous”), it boasts 
James Nesbitt at the head of an 
impressive cast as Chief Constable 
Richard Miller, who realises that the 
London police force could do with a 
bit of a public image revamp. 

And he thinks American new-media 
visionary Liz Garvey (Marling) is just 
the woman to do it. She believes that 
in an era of rolling news, social media 
and members of the public potentially 
filming everything on their phones, it’s 
more important than ever for the cops 
to be open and transparent, an idea 
that Marling found intriguing. 

“Danny and I spoke on the phone 
and I loved how he saw the story 
developing, and the questions he 
wanted to ask about how technology 
and the transparency it creates is 
changing all of our lives. How does 
law enforcement change when a 
criminal is using Twitter or Instagram? 
What’s the future of the public’s 
involvement in law enforcement as a 
result? 

‘And how do you create a career girl 
that isn’t a typical ball-buster but is 
multi-faceted?” 


Luckily, she thinks the writers 
cracked it. “I think [Liz] is a very 
interesting person, because she’s 
been successful very young, and 
she’s used to getting her way and 
things moving quickly. And I think she 
suddenly moves into this new job and 
it’s not quite what she expected, and 
there’s all sorts of political intrigue, 
and certain people who don’t want her 
there, and she realises that changing 
things is going to be much more 
difficult than she thought. 

It’s not just her new colleagues 
putting her theories to the test though, 
as London is rocked by outbreaks of 
violence. As visions of modern Britain 
go, it may not be as uplifting as the 
Queen jumping out of a plane with 
James Bond, but it hasn’t put 
American star Marling off. 

She’s as enthusiastic about her 
co-stars (including Jill Halfpenny, 
Paterson Joseph, Bertie Carvel and 
Adam Deacon) and the city itself as 
she is about Boyle. 

“I think I’m turning into something of 
an addict, I just want to be in London 
all the time. I’ll just come over here to 
make anything people will hire me for.”

Jim Davidson: At Least I’m Not Boring 
Channel 5,9pm 

What a difference a year makes. Twelve months 
ago, Jim Davidson was fending off police 
allegations, but he’s won so much public favour 
since then that he was recently crowned winner of 
the latest edition of Celebrity Big Brother. While 
he might have had his fair share of arguments in 
the house, what you see is definitely what you get 
with Jim - an opinionated, honest man with whom 
you’ll always know where you stand.

Well, 
we’re about to find out, as following the two 
celebrity specials that brought down the curtain on 
the hugely successful series, he looks back over 
nearly 16 years of ‘Millionaire: As you’d expect 
Charles Ingram, the so-called ‘Coughing Major’, 
who was accused of cheating his way to the top 
prize, features - which should also remind us that 


at its height, WWTBAM was so popular, even a 
documentary about Ingram was watched by an 
impressive 17 million viewers. 

Inside the Animal Mind 
BBC2, 9pm 

Here’s a bit of good news for anyone who saw 
school or the office primarily as a place to meet 
your friends and have a laugh - the most intelligent 
animals on the planet are also the most social. In 
the last in this fascinating series, Chris Packham 
finds out why that is by studying one of the 
cleverest animals of all - the dolphin. He joins 
them for a swim, explores their language and also 
sees how they can recognise themselves in the 
mirror, suggesting they don’t all look alike after all. 
Chris also learns more about how elephants 
mourn their dead, and why just because animals 
are social, it doesn’t mean they all get along, as 
chimps can be more than a little two-faced. 


WEDNESDAY 
Line of Duty 
BBC2, 9pm 

Fans of this series could be forgiven 
for thinking it was a one-hit wonder 
- it’s almost two years since the 
first run introduced viewers to 
straight-arrow cop Steve Arnott 
and his colleagues. But series 
writer and creator Jed Mercurio 
was clearly taking his time in 
crafting what promises to be a 
nail-biting follow-up. This time, 

Arnott and co will be 


investigating Dl Lindsay Denton (Keeley Hawes), 
who is the sole survivor of a police convoy 
ambushed while escorting a protected witness. 
Arnott immediately suspect she tipped the 
perpetrators off - but proving it may be difficult. 
Martin Compston, Vicky McClure and Adrian 
Dunbar are among those returning to the drama, 
while Call the Midwife’s Jessica Raine joins the 
cast as a rookie detective constable. 

Suspects 
Channel 5,10pm 

What separates this from all the other procedural 
offerings out there is the fact it’s shot in a fly- 
on-the-wall documentary style. The cast, 
which includes Fay Ripley (Cold Feet), 
Damien Molony (Ripper Street) and 
Clare-Hope Ashitey (Children of Men), 
created their own dialogue based on a 
detailed plot description. Set in London, 
each episode is a self-contained 
story beginning with a 
l news report. We then 
follow the three detectives 
as they investigate the 
case. The series opens 
with the abduction of 
two-year-old Hope 
Wilkins. Her 
dysfunctional family 
are initially marked 
as suspects, until a 
convicted child killer 
is connected to 
the case. 



THURSDAY 

The Kidnapping of Shergar 
Channel 5, 8pm 

The mystery of Lord Lucan’s disappearance in 
1974, and the fate of champion racehorse Shergar 
have captured the public’s imagination for decades. 
A few months after the former case was addressed 
in an ITV drama, we now get this equine detective 
story. The 1981 Derby winner was kidnapped from 
his home at County Kildare’s Ballymany Stud in 
February 1983 by a masked gang. They held staff 
at gunpoint and Shergar was taken away in a horse 
trailer and never seen again. Here film-makers chat 
to key witnesses about the theft, and paint a picture 
of one of the most audacious thefts in history. 

FRIDAY 

Student Nurses: Bedpans and Bandages 
ITV, 8pm 

Across the country, a new generation of nurses are 
training up to take on the responsibility of a nation’s 
health and well-being. It’s a lot of pressure, and 
with ever-greater demands since the early days of 
the NHS, it’s harder to qualify now than ever before. 
So this documentary will make for very interesting 
viewing indeed, as cameras follow trainee nurses 
in Birmingham and Manchester, showing the 
challenges they face on a daily basis as they 
juggle academic study with their personal life and 
work on the wards. In the first instalment, 24-year- 
old student Alistair discusses being one of a 
growing number of men taking up a career in 
nursing, while 21-year-old Helen nears the end of 
her three-year degree to become a children’s 
nurse.

Qashqai a modern motoring success 


Question: What connects Pad¬ 
dington in central London, with 
Cranfield in rural Buckingham¬ 
shire as well as Sunderland in 
the far north of England? 

The answer is one of the biggest success 
stories in modern motoring, in the shape 


of the Nissan Qashqai, a car that almost 
by itself started a new trend for cars which 
look tall and tough but are as easy to park 
as a hatchback and about as economical 
to run. 

Since the first one rolled off the produc¬ 
tion line in Sunderland in 2007, more than 
1,700,000 have been built.

And what a 
fine job they’ve done. 

Qashqai customers told the Nissan poll¬ 
sters they didn’t want a Golf GTI, thank 
you, but something that made them feel 
confident to drive.

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Tourer joins Leon range

SEAT doesn’t have the biggest 
range of models in the car mar¬ 
ket, but its sales rose above av¬ 
erage last year, largely due to 
the popularity of its acclaimed 
new Leon. 

Now it has added its first sports 
tourer to the Leon range, which even 
before its appearance was attracting 
lots of attention from dealers and po¬ 
tential customers. 

With the same range of engines, and 
some extra equipment, the new estate, 
designated the ST, is a little over £800 
more expensive than the equivalent hatch. 
Prices range from £16,675 for the pet¬ 
rol-powered 1.2TSi to £22,630 for the quick 


yet economical FR, with its 184bhp diesel 
engine and DSG gearbox. 

One of the reasons SEAT has launched 
the ST, it says, is to appeal to buyers 
‘downsizing’ from more established es¬ 
tates. I think ‘downcosting’ might be a 
better description. With just 27cm added 
behind the rear axle, its 587-litre boot (with 
five on board), increasing to 1,470 litres 
with the rear seats down actually make it 
more capacious than many rivals. 

That gives it the cargo carrying ability of 
a small van, as well as a practical option 
for the family. There’s no struggling to re¬ 
configure the interior, either - quick release 
buttons are positioned not on the seats but 
within easy reach of the tailgate. 

It’s likely to be a big hit with fleet users, 
with lower running costs and C02 emis¬ 
sions. There will be a full-blown Ecomotive 
version with an 88g/km C02 rating soon,

but all models have fuel-saving features 
such as stop/start and energy recovery. 

The entry level model is the 1.2 TSi. 
You’d be forgiven for thinking the lack of 
cubes would be a decided disadvantage 
for a car this size, but this is the VW Group’s 
turbocharged petrol engine, giving a useful 
105PS of power - more akin to the output 
of a 1.6 litre, but with fuel and C02 savings. 

It can average nearly 58mpg, with a low 
114g/km of emissions, but its 0-62mpg 
sprint time is still a far from sluggish 10 
seconds. It’s particularly quiet too, with 
the extra torque from the turbo making for 


smoother progress, and less hard work, 
than many similar-sized petrol plants. The 
super-smooth seven-speed DSG auto¬ 
matic/sequential gearbox is an option, for 
around £1,400 extra. 

With petrol now anything up to lOp per 
litre cheaper than diesel, this model is 
clearly an option for the private buyer who 
doesn’t expect to do an astronomical an¬ 
nual mileage. There are 1.4 (140bhp) and 
1.8 (180bhp) TSi models, the latter power¬ 
ing one of the two sporty FR versions. 

Diesel options start with the 105PS, 1.6 
litre model.

XF range is 
boosted by 
addition of 
diesel model 

It’s Jaguar’s introductory model with luxury 
and performance, but now also with a new 
high-economy diesel engine. Can it be thrifty 
and enjoyable? 

It’s a very busy time over at Jaguar, what with the 
F-Type Roadster now prowling the streets and the 
just-announced Coupe version ready to do the same. 
There’s the high performance XJR to come too, but 
it’s the more mainstream models that are relevant to 
most of us - which is why the XF is so important. 

Jaguar has given the XF a few key updates for 2014 and, 
reflecting the times we live in, the most important change is 
the introduction of a more frugal new diesel engine. 

The 2.2-litre four cylinder unit improves on the previous 
version with impressive figures of 129g/km of C02 and 
57.7mpg, the kind of numbers that appeal to your wallet 
rather than your heart. 

Part of the reason for the improvement is some clever 
techy stuff in the shape of a revised cooling system and a 
bigger EGR valve, but what makes greater sense to you and 
me is the stop-start system that cuts the engine out when 
not needed. 

If you’ve not experienced stop-start before it might feel a 
bit weird, but once you trust that the engine will start again 
the instant you release the brake pedal it becomes second 
nature. 

It all helps eke out a few more miles per gallon, and it’s 
clever in other ways too - pull up and put the transmission 
in Park and it goes into stop mode, but release your seat 
belt and it knows you’re home and switches off completely. 

Theatre 

You still get the XF’s bit of theatre when you start up, as 
the air vents glide electrically open and the previously-flush 
circular gearlever rises up from between the seats. 

The gearbox is also a new addition, with eight forward 
ratios. 

That might seem like an awful lot, but out on the motor¬ 
way the engine is barely above tickover at the legal limit, 
keeping noise levels down and fuel economy up. 

Despite appearing focused on economy, the XF still offers 
a driving experience that’s a cut above the norm. 

Whether the speed is high or low it remains poised, filter¬ 
ing out bumps so you’re aware of them, but no discomfort 
is caused. 

Yet the flip side of this is that when you start to press on, 
the XF is every inch the sports saloon, gripping strongly and 
staying level and controlled through corners. 

But the XF is a car you’d be happy to live with on a daily 
basis too. 

The seats are supportive and comfortable, their heating 
will toast your behind if you leave them on full power, and 
the top-drawer audio system can make the worst traffic jams 
seem irrelevant. 

Once upon a time Jaguars were all about the cut and 
thrust and weren’t so easy to justify on a financial basis. But 
the 2.2 Diesel XF is as economical and easy to live with as a 
fairly humble family hatchback, yet gives you so much more 
in terms of comfort, style and driving pleasure. It’s hard not 
to be very impressed. 

Jaguar and Land Rover are both winners in the 2014 Busi- 
nessCar Awards. 

For the Jaguar XF it is a remarkable third successive Ex¬ 
ecutive Car of the Year title, reinforcing its excellent repu¬ 
tation among fleet operators and business motorists, the 
people whose informed opinions decide the annual awards. 

Paul Barker, BusinessCar Editor, said: “The Jaguar XF is 
a car that’s constantly evolving to become more and more 
relevant to the fleet community, and that’s reflected in its 
hat-trick of BusinessCar Executive Car of the Year awards. 

“The XF Sportbrake with lower emitting diesel engines 
and expanded, more appealing specifications all add up 
to a car our readers have chosen as best in its segment 
against some serious competition.” 

Jaguar has continued to develop the model’s strengths 
and the breadth of customer choice since its launch. This 
is underscored by the introduction of the XF Sportbrake 
and the engineering of powertrains that deliver lower emis¬ 
sions, which in turn attract highly competitive tax ratings for 
business customers. This quality is defined by the XF 2.2d, 
which delivers 163PS yet just 129g/km of C02.

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New Honda 
Civic set to 
be a winner 
in its sector 

The Honda Civic might just be at its best in 
sleek Tourer guise. With 642-litres of lug¬ 
gage room with the rear seats in place and 
the cleverest seat folding system in the busi¬ 
ness, it’s well worth a look. 

Small estate cars are usually horrible. The styling 
never quite works, the cars looking like a hall of mir¬ 
rors version of a bigger car, too high, not long enough 
and with an uncomfortable afterthought of glazing 
squiring the back end. 

Every once in a while, an exception slips through the net, 
forcing you to wonder why car manufacturers find it so diffi¬ 
cult to style what should be a longer and sleeker version of 
a supermini or family hatch. Here’s one to join that exclusive 
list, the Honda Civic Tourer. 

This estate version of the ninth generation Civic is built in 
Britain and doesn’t come saddled with huge expectations. 
The compact estate car market has always been a bit of 
a backwater niche over here, so perhaps it’s time for one 
model to get a solid run at it and turn things around. 

So why does the Civic Tourer look so different to the usual 
cut and paste compact estate designs? 

The first thing to note is that there’s a genuinely cohesive 
front-to-rear flow to the design. 

The rear end doesn’t look like a hasty addition. Its styling 
is defined by a bold line that runs continuously from the front 
A-pillar to the D-pillar, creating the impression of a floating 
roof line. 

The glass of the rear quarter window has been extended 
to cover the body work of the D-pillar and the rear door sash 
has been raised by 17mm compared to the Civic hatchback 
to create this bold styling line. 

Inside, you get probably the best one-handed seat folding 
operation in the business - Honda’s Magic Seats system. 
The interior boot floor has been raised compared to the 
hatchback to create a completely flat area when the seats 
are folded down. The rear seat cushions can also be flipped 
up to reveal ample floorspace for carrying tall objects. A 
60:40 split in the seat base offers even more options for car¬ 
rying both people and cargo. You get 624 cubic litres of boot 
volume with the rear seats in place and up to 1668-litres 
when they’re folded. 

Prices start at just over £20,000 for the base 1.8 i-VTEC 
petrol model, so you’re talking a premium of around £1,900 
over the equivalent five-door hatch. There’s a choice of two 
engines, a 142PS 1.8 i-VTEC petrol with auto or manual 
transmission and manual gearbox 120PS 1.6 i-DTEC diesel. 

As for equipment, well even the entry level S grade in¬ 
cludes features such as Bluetooth Hands Free Telephone 
(HFT), DAB Radio, USB connectivity and 16in allow wheels. 

Benefit 

In addition to these items, the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, whilst SR cus¬ 
tomers will benefit from the new world first rear Adaptive 
Damper System (ADS), front heated seats, HDD sat nav and 
privacy glass. Those who opt for the top EX grade will re¬ 
ceive headlight washers, smart entry and start capability, a 
sunglasses holder, interior blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID 
headlights with auto levelling. 

The 1.6-litre diesel might at first seem to be the poor re¬ 
lation to Honda’s 2.2-litre unit in terms of power but it aces 
the larger capacity engine when it comes to running costs. 

Consider this. You’ll get almost 75mpg from the astonish¬ 
ingly economical 120PS 1.6 diesel on the combined cycle. 
For a company which once thought diesel engines a bad 
idea, Honda has really stolen a march here. 

The diesel engine is an absolute gem and safety and se¬ 
curity are top drawer. Plus the Civic Tourer’s styling is bold, 
clever and successful and crucially, there’s plenty of space 
inside. Honda’s folding seating system is the best in the 
business too. In summary, this car turns an average hatch¬ 
back into a surprisingly effective and desirable estate. 

It’s not without its caveats, but right now this is the Civic 
body to choose and by quite some margin. 

The creative team behind Honda’s recent smash-hit viral 
film ‘Hands’ is aiming for further success with a new TV ad¬ 
vertising campaign to welcome the Civic Tourer into Honda 
dealerships across the UK. 

The campaign celebrates the idea that beauty is about 
much more than what appears on the surface. The creative 
plays to the trend in design, engineering and wider society 
of looks being valued over substance. 

The viewer is taken on a journey through various objects, 
including a golf ball, suitcase, chest of drawers and a guitar 
amp, to reveal the inner beauty of each. 

It then goes on to position the new Civic Tourer as another 
perfect example of ‘Inner Beauty’; dynamic and sporty-look- 
ing, yet under the surface there lies practicality and func¬ 
tion.’. 

lOlivia Dunn, head of marketing for Honda (UK) said: 
“Take a first glance at the Civic Tourer and you see a 
great-looking car. 

“This campaign takes the viewer beyond that first appear¬ 
ance to emphasise the balance between style and perfor¬ 
mance, and the incredible practicality that the car delivers. 

“Once again the team behind ‘Hands’ has brought the 
message to life in a fresh, innovative and compelling way in 
line with Honda’s high standards and unique style.”

SEASON-CHANGING moments come in 
many different packages. And Albion must 
hope Kolo Toure’s gift was the piece of for¬ 
tune that puts the buzz back into The Haw¬ 
thorns family. 

Summer signing and lifelong Evertonian Victor Anichebe 
made full use of the Liverpool defender’s blunder to give 
himself a sweet memory 


and his side a well-deserved 
share of the spoils. 

And as the big forward’s 
right-footed shot hit the net 
at the Birmingham Road 
end to avert a second defeat 
in a week, a stadium that 
had been depressed and sub¬ 
dued for more than an hour 
came back to life along with 
Pepe Mel’s team. 

No-one of a blue and white 
persuasion will be counting 
their chickens after more 
than a year of false dawns 
and dashed hopes. 

Prevented 

But as the volume was 
cranked up and Albion re¬ 
discovered some sparkle for 
the final 23 minutes of an 
otherwise flat encounter, 
Anichebe’s goal felt like a 
moment that had prevented 
this Albion crisis from spi¬ 
ralling out of control. 

For 67 largely forgettable 
minutes, a disjointed home

There was plenty of en¬ 
deavour but precious little 
cohesion from Mel’s men 
as they once more looked 
like a weary group of men 
stranded in a tactical No 
Man’s Land between two 
footballing philosophies. 
And as a healthy 26,000- 
plus crowd fidgeted nerv-

ously and stared at another 
costly afternoon, The Haw¬ 
thorns was as deathly quiet 
and resigned to failure as it 
has been in years. 

Suddenly, as Toure’s er¬ 
rant pass was seized upon 
by Anichebe and the pow¬ 
erful targetman stroked 
the coolest of efforts past 
a helpless Simon Mignolet, 
the stands erupted in a mix¬ 
ture of joy and relief and the 
whole feel of the occasion 
was transformed. 

It was a change in the

and Matej Vydra to a re¬ 
shaped forward line. 



Villa in thriller as Baggies lose the lead 


Villa 4 Albion 3 

Albion have not had to look too hard to 
find calamity this season. Last night it came 
as their worst nightmare, coloured in claret 
and blue. 

Villa’s success in a breathless seven-goal 
derby probably settled the battle for re¬ 
gional supremacy and left Albion to face the 
war for survival. 

But it was a victory effectively gifted 
them by a defensive performance that re¬ 
called the flimsiest days of Tony Mowbray 
but is unfortunately borne of these first 
days of Pepe Mel. 

This was a game which was at its most 
unpredictable and dramatic in a pulsating 
first half before blowing itself out with its 
concluding, match-winning moment, a sec¬ 
ond-half penalty from Christian Benteke. 

It was another big win for Paul Lambert 


which will do him the power of good in his 
own battle to silence critics. But bigger con¬ 
cerns are with Mel, who must know he has 
got his team wrong at the moment. 

And that principally means his inclu¬ 
sions of the unreliable Diego Lugano, this 
time preferred to Gareth McAuley, and a 
struggling Steven Reid, who is sadly in the 
final throes of his Premier League capabil¬ 
ities. 

Chris Brunt’s left foot has been unlock¬ 
ing defences for his team-mates, but in the 
fourth minute he cut out the middle man. 

Accepting a fourth-minute Liam 
Ridgewell free-kick, Brunt’s first touch 
was not the best but his second was memo¬ 
rable, a sweet diagonal drive which seemed 
to accelerate the closer it got to its target to 
defeat a startled Brad Guzan. 

And off we went on a riotous first half

A 63rd-minute cross from Lowton found 
Lugano clambering all over Benteke and 
the Belgian put away the spot-kick.
